The  warning  was  sounded  by 
Defense  Secretary  Robert  S.  Mc- 
Namara when  he  was  asked  at 
a news  confernce  what  the  gov- 
ernment would  do  if  Soviet  forces 
in  Cuba  should  be  used  to  quell 
a revolt. 

“I  THINK  THAT  this  adminis- 
tration indicated  before  that  we 
will  not  accept  operations-  in  this 
hemisphere,  combat  operations 
by  Soviet  military  personnel,”  the 
secretary  replied. 

On  other  points,  McNamara 
said: 

— It  is  too  early  for  any  report 
on  movement  of  Soviet  Troops 
out  of  Cuba  in  accordance  with 
Moscow’s  promise  to  remove 
“several  thousand”  by  about 
March  15.  Earlier,  the  State  De- 
partment denied  a published  re- 
port that  Russia  had  told  the 
United  States  it  planned  to  keep 
some  forces  in  Cuba  indefinitely. 

— Contrary  to  some  specula- 
tion, there  was  no  “photo  gap’’ 
during  a period  of  several  weeks 
just  before  the  missile  showdown 
with  Russia  last  fall.  McNamara 
referred  to  six  U2  flights  he  said 
were  made  Sept.  5,  26  and  29  and 
Oct.  5,  7 and  14.  He  said  he  did 
not  discuss  these  flights  in  his 
television  report  on  Cuba  be- 
cause • they  did  not  deal  with 
, specific  missile  sites.

Brigham  Young  University  will 
be  the  largest  of  the  seven  im- 
munizing centers  in  Provo  during 
the  K.O.  Polio  Campaign  Satur- 
day  and  Sunday. 

BYU  students,  faculty  and  ad- 
ministrators will  be  immunized 
in  the  state-wide  polio  clinic  held 
Saturday  from  10  a.m.  to  4 p.m. 
in  the  multi-purpose  area  of  the 
Smith  Family  Living  Center  and 
Sunday  at  the  same  time  in  the 
west  annex  of  the  Smith  Field- 
house,  according  to  Dr.  Jack  B. 
Trunnell,  director  of  the  McDon- 
old  Health  Center. 

THIS  IS  THE  first  of  three 
clinics.  AT  each  clinic  a different 
kind  of  vaccine  will  be  given — 
Type  I this  weekend,  Type  HI 
April  20-21,  and  Type  II  May  18- 
19. 

There  are  three  types  of  polio 
virus  strains.  “Leon”  will  be  im- 
munized by  the  vaccine  this 
weekend.  “Lansing”  and  “Brun- 
holl”  will  be  used  in  the  next  two 
clinics. 

The  formerly  used  Salk  vaccine 
combined  all  three  types  into  one 
vaccine  given  in  a series  of  four 
shots  over  a 9-15  month  period. 
Now  the  Sabin  oral  vaccine  is 
given  in  three  series,  one  for 
each  type,  usually  six  weeks 
apart. 

FOR  TOTAL  immunity,  the 
student  must  take  all  three  oral 
vaccines.  If  he  is  unable  to  be 
on  campus  this  weekend,  he  can 
?et  the  vaccine  in  most  towns 
throughout  Utah. 

Cost  of  the  vaccine,  administer- 
ed on  sugar  cubes,  is  25  cents, 
but  no  one  will  be  denied  the 
vaccine  because  of  inability  to 
pay,  affirmed  Dr.  Trunnell. 

DR.  ALAN  P.  MacFarlan,  Utah 
director  of  the  campaign,  em- 
phasized the  necessity  of  taking 
the  Sabin  vaccine  even  though 
the  Salk  series  has  been  com- 
pleted. 

“There  are  three  reasons,”  he 
explained.  “First,  it  gives  added 
protection.  Second,  the  protection 
is  permanent;  there  is  no  need 
for  “boosters.”  Third,  it  elimi- 
nates polio  carriers,  healthy  peo- 
ple who  are  capable  of  spread- 
ing the  disease.”

with  the  elections  committee. 

This  rule  holds  a candidate  responsible 
for  something  over  which  he  has  no  control. 

It  puts  the  Universe  under  an  indirect 
moral  pressure:  Any  editor  will  think  a long 
while  before  he  prints  something  which  will 
affect  a candidate’s  campaigning  privileges, 
though  it  may  be  a legitimate  news  story 
and  need  to  run  during  the  campaign  period. 

It  assumes  that  Universe  editors  have  so 
little  judgment  that  they  cannot  prevent 
themselves  from  being  “used”  by  candidates. 
Naturally  we  don’t  like  this,  since  “journal- 
istic responsibility”  is  a term  we  take  with 
dead  seriousness. 

It  also  assumes  that  studentbody  officers 
have  the  right  to  an  indirect  control  over 
tlie  Universe.  We  think  one  of  the  most  im- 
portant responsibilities  to  the  general  stu- 
dentbody is  to  remain  free  of  binding  ties 
with  student  government,  and  we  have  tried 
to  do  that. 

We’ve  finally  decided  to  bring  this  ques- 
tion to  a head  by  printing  a candidate's  name 
in  an  important  news  story.  Now  that  can- 
didate should  use  the  established  protection 
of  court  and  legislature.  We  hope  he  will  do 
so.

n-lOPLE  OF  IRAN  (Persia)  do 
iiot  use  camels  for  transportation. 
Some  of  them  use  Cadillacs  or 
Rolls  Royces,  according  to  Mehdi 
Khazanfarl,  a Persian  student' 
who  left  his  country  to  come  to 
BYU  about  five  years  ago. 

An  American  visiting  Tehran, 
the  capital  city,  might  be  surpris- 
ed to  find  a university  with  an 
atmosphere  almost  as  co.smopol- 
itan  as  BYU’s,  for  students  go 
there  from  all  over  the  world, 
says  Ghazenfari.

women  dancers,  he  said.

Members  of  the  club  have  help- 
ed present  a television  program 
explaining  Persian  culture. 

Ghazanfari  was  an  employee 
of  the  American  Embassy  in  Te- 
hran when  he  met  the  Ameri- 
cans, members  of  the  Church  of 
Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day  Saints, 
who  advised  him  to  come  to  BYU.

BYU  football  had  Eldon  Fortie, 
BYU  basketball  had  Terry  Tebbs 
and  the  BYU  studentbody  had  the 
“College  Bowl”  team,  all  nation- 
ally known.  The  BYU  student- 
body  has  among  its  thousands, 
Max  Gibb,  an  amateur  boxer 
who  is  probably  more  familiar 
outside  the  University  than  with- 
in. 

MAX  IS  A junior  majoring  in 
recreation  and  claims  Raymond, 
Alberta,  Canada  as  his  home.  Re- 
creation for  this  21-year-old  Can- 
adian has  been,  for  the  past  seven 
years,  putting  other  men  of  simi- 
lar physique  (5'5”-135  lbs.)  into 
a silent  “orbit.” 

The  annual  boxing-wrestling- 
judo  sports  night  will  l>e  staged 
tonight  at  7.:30  on  the  main  play- 
ing floor  of  the  Fieldhouse.  There 
will  be  18  w’restlers  competing 
for  nine  plaques  and  nuie  AMS 
tropliies,  16  boxers  viiemg  for 
eight  .special  iutraniurals  awards 
plus  an  added  judo  demonstra- 
tion. 

These  events  are  being  co- 
sponsored by  the  Intramurals  de- 
partment and  the  AMS  Council 
witli.  the  judo  demonstration 
staged  by  the  BYU  Judo  Club. 

Max  Gibb  has  been  a big  name 
in  Western  Canada  amateur  box- 
ing circles  ever  since  be  began 
boxing.  I say  “has  been”  because 
Max  claims  that  he  has  “retired” 
so  many  times  that  he  is  second 
only  to  Sugar  Ray  Robinson! 

RETIRING  IS  out  of  the  ques- 
tion now  though  as  he  anticipates 
competing  for  a place  in  the  1964 
Olympics  representing  Canada. 
Max  is  not  foreign  to  this  type 
competition  since  he  was  a final- 
ist in  the  1960  Canadian  Olympic 
trials. 

Seven  years  of  boxing  has 


brought  a remarkable  record  of 
64  victories  in  81  decisions  for 
Gibb.  Fourten  of  these  “brethren” 
have  gone  via  the  stellar  sys- 
tem. 

IN  1957  and  ’58  Max  won  the 
West  Canada  Golden  Gloves 
(Canada’s  version  of  the  U.S. 
G.G.)  as  a bantamweight,  113- 
118  lb.  division.  Other  G.G.  ac- 
complishments have  been  as  a 
featherweight  (119-126  lb.)  in  the 
U.S.  tournaments. 

This  young  “unsplit  atom”  won 
the  Las  Vegas  tournament  in 
1959,  ’62  and  this  year.  In-  1960 
Max  won  the  Midland  Empire 
Tournament  ip  Billings,  Mont, 
and  advanced  as  far  as  the 
semi-finals  in  the  “big  one”  in 
Chicago. 

A A U COMPETITORS  are 
equally  as  familiar  with  the 
name  Max  Gibb.  He  won  the  in- 
termountain AAU  lightweight 
(127-128  lb.)  titles  in  1962  and 
’63.  In  March  he  will  go  to  Miles 
City,  Mont.,  to  bid  for  the  Na- 
tional AAU  Jr.  lightweight  title. 

On  the  boxing  program  tonight 
Max  will  appear  in  an  exhibition 
match  with  Lloyd  Ungritch  of 
Orem.  Ungritch  was  last  year’s 
outstanding  AAU  Jr.  in  the  inter- 
mountain  tournament.
